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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
Trie following is a quotation of tke second paragrapk of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

Tke specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming tke 

1. Claims 1-6, 9, 10 & 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragrapk, as keing 
incomplete for omitting essential steps, suck omission amounting to a gap ketween tke steps. 
See MPEP § 2172.01. Tke omitted steps are: a step reciting mixing tke selected perfume 
component and tke surfactant system component in a manner to prepare a composition 
according to claim 1 . 

Claims 7 & 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragrapk, as keing incomplete 
for omitting essential steps, suck omission amounting to a gap ketween tke steps. See MPEP 
§ 2172.01. Claim 7 does not recite any steps for ckanging a fragrance note in a composition 
subsequent to ddution. Tke claim merely provides for selection of a perfume component. Tkis 
does not allow one of skill in tke art to ckange a fragrance note. Recommended steps migkt 
include: "providing an initial fragrance composition; diluting said initial fragrance composition with a 
organic carrier; selecting an additional fragrance to he added to the mixture of initial fragrance 
composition and organic carrier such that it meets the requirements of having a FBI greater than 3; 
etc. " Claim 8 also kas omitted metkod steps. Tke requisite steps are tkose tkat will allow one to 
accomplisk tke stated goal of tke claim, to "introduce a fragrance to a composition suksequent to 
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dilution." Tke claim skould include steps similar to tkose suggested for claim 7. Furtlier 
clarification is required. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see page 8, filed 3/1/2004, witk respect to tke okviousness-Joukle 
patenting rejections kave keen fully considered and are persuasive. Tke okviousness-doukle patent 
rejections over copending applications 10/085,736 and 10/085,72lkas keen witkdrawn. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 3/1/2004 kave keen fully considered kut tkey are not 
persuasive. Tke 35 USC 112, 2nd paragrapk rejections over tke instant claims stand.
